Several years have elajised since 1 contested and 
nearly carried tlio seat for which I am again an asjii- 
raiit. Then 1 was comparatively uniinown and a 
stranger to many in the District. "From 1872 to tliO 
jiresont tiino tho exorcise of my duties as Superinten- 
dont of Education has brought me into pcrsonid con- 
tact with most of tho elector,s. I trust that nearly 
seven yeara' educrational work has secureil for me 
sueii a reputation as will induce you to believe that if 
chosen as your representative at' Ottawa 1 shall carry 
the same honesty of puriiose, inilustry and energy into 
the political arena that my many friends in every part 
of the Province give mu the credit of having shown 
1n the establishment and conduct of our school 
system. 

I'^xperiencc and observation have only cnnllrmed me 
in tlie political opinions which 1 had the honor to 
cniinLiate when prosecuting my canvass in the early 
days of Confederation. We have everything lo gain 
and nothing to lose bv a change in the CJovernincnl at 
Ottawa.

not-to-do-it" jiollev of the Mackenzie Administration. 

'llio present Tariff is not suited lo all sections of tho 
Dominion, (believe that a in.asnre can be devised 
thilt will bo fair and e.iiiitable to all the Provinces, and 
tend to foster and encourage inariutacturiug, ngrieul- 
tural and other iiiteresis throiigliout Canada. Ileing 
quite alive to the neces^ltv of great caution in ilcaling 
with tills question, 1 will here assure tho electors that. 
If successful at tho jioUs, their interests shall be mndo 
paramount to every other consideration when the 
proper time arrives for legislating upon a subject of so 
niueh Importance. 

With regard to questions of a local nature, such as 
postal, telcgraiihie, marine, etc., etc., which m,iy come 
under the purview of tho general government, I 
will, if returned, omit no op]iortuiuty of rujircseiiting 
your wants and claims at the proper time and in the 
proper quarter. 

No time will be lost in prosecuting a por.sonal can- 
vass throughout the district, ami whenever practicable 
public meetings will be helil, which will enable me to 
enter more into detail on the .above-mentioned sub- 
jects, and touch upon others that cannot bo discussed 
in tho spacQ usually .allotted to an address of tliis des- 
cription.

Tin: "CONVENTION" AND THE 
rUBLICJ < .v: 

On the 24th day of July hist, about 2 
o'clock in tho afternoon, there was helil 
in a room in this city a meeting of an 
extraordinary and unprecedented na- 
ture. Thirty men, whose object liad 
boon previously concealed from the 
public, whoso cloliborations wore con- 
ducted with closed doors, and whose 
membora vcro pledged to secresy, 
gathered to decide into whoso hands 
should bo consigned for tlio next five 
years tho political destinies of thi» im- 
portant constituency. A chairman and 
secretary wore chosen, a code of rules 
was established, obligations imposed, 
addresses delivered, and the names of 
a trio of gentlemen were put forward 
for ballot. From that trio two were 
selected as candidates for whom the 
electorsof Victoria District will be called 
on to vote at the ensuing election for 
tha Commons. These candidates have 
since been paraded in their pai'ty organ 
as fit and proper persons to represent 
this constituency at Ottawa. The pub 
lie, who had neitlior part nor lot in the 
nomination, who were not asked tosend 
delegates to the "convention," and who 

• were not consulted as to its;)«*so)ine/, 
wiere expected to accept these men 

■ from tho hands of the self-constituted 
body, and to elevate them, without 
questioning their qualities, to the " sev- 
enth heaven" of po'litical preferment. 
Shakespeare has somewhere said that 
"things begun in ill strengthen them- 
selves in ill." This "convention" 
which had not received the sanction of 
lX)pular endorsement, and had tlierq- 
fore no claini to an existence as a pop- 
' ular organization, overstepped the 
bounds of discretion and was guilty of 

. ..'an act of pro.sumption when "it 
usurped a right that belongs alone to 
the people of selecting or rejecting can- 
didates. The people sufler the con.se- 
quences of bad legi.slation; they i)ay 
the taxes and provide tho "sinews of 
war" for the maintenance of govern- 
ments; and it was an unheard of 
usurpation of their rights for a -se- 
cret caucus, convention or cabal to 
attempt to indicate the men for 
whom tlie'poople should vote. Tf tho 
right of an irresponsible body of men 
to snatch from tlio people the preroga- 
tive of selection be conceded, there 
would be an end to pojjular govern- 
ment at once. The people would be 
transformed into hewers of wood and 
drawers of water for a self-chosen few. 
Their only privilege would be that of 
contributing towards tho support of 
representatives in whoso selection they 
would have no voice. Responsible 
Government would become a sham if 
the duty of selecting representa- 
tives Avere surrendered by tho electors 
to self-appointed bodies whoso only 
recommendation would be thepossession 
of a superabundance of impudence. 

The decision of the meeting of Tues- 
day night shows that the public of Vic- 
toria know their rights and mean to 
maintain them at all liazard.s. That 
they repudiate tho acts of the recent 
" convention." That they require all 
candidates to go through the ordeal of 
popular inspection and approval. That 
they ynW vote for no man who may 
attempt to snatch from them rights and 
privileges guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion. The meeting of Tuesday was 
called in the interest of the candidates 
of the " convention." It was a num- 
erous, influential and respectable gath- 
ering. Men of all classes ^vere there 
and took part in the proceedings, and 
from first to last the liveliest interest 
was manifested. The " convention" 
candidates — Messrs. DeCosmos and 
IDalby — elicited no applause. ^ jMr. 
Davies, who declined to liave anything 
to do with the " convention," and Mr. 
Todd, who was rejected by that body, 
were treated to an ovation of cheers 
whenever they rose to .speak. What 
was tho result of tho meeting^, Tlio 
nomination of Mr._ P.AUi¥'iJy''the " con- 
vcntioil'^W!ls"condemned and ropudiat- 

""ecl^and Mr. Todd was almost unani- 
mously nominated in his stead, while 
Mr, Davies held the audience from 
beginning to end. AlHhis goes to pro\-e 
that the people have a keen sense of 

• whaUis due them as the source from 
which emanates and the basis on which 
rests thegoverning power; and thatnoset 
of men will be suffered to snatch power 
from the people without subjecting 
tliemSelves to severe censure. If Jlr. 
Dalby has been killed dead, and Mr. 
DeCosmos grievously wounded, politi- 

; cally, we cannot see that they have any 
' one to blame but tkomselvca. We 
feel sure that tho electors have never 
been able to discover that !Mr. Dalby 
possessed the slightest qualification for 
the high position to which his intense 
personal vanity and the advice of friend.s 
have impelled him to aspii-e. Mr. Da- 
vies suggested that he was required as 
a tool" by Mr. DeCosmos. Tliis .sug- 
gestion would seem to furnish a key to 
what would be otherwise an inexplica- 
ble mystery. Of the claims of the va- 
rious candidates we shall speak on a fu- 
ture occasion. Our object to-day has 
been to show how decidedly and vigor- 
ously and efl'ectually the people have 
placed the seal of condemnation on 
an irresponsible "convention."

■Warning Voices. 

In his "notes of his life," ju.st pub- 
lishetl l-Vrchdeaeou Denison says:- -Tlx^ 
"J^slalilislinicut'' is gone. It woulil Im 
inipo.ssilile now to crivuc " lilstaljli.sli- 
meut," in any country. That of it 
which exists is fast drawing to a close, 
and it is difficult to conceive of any 
future condition' of the woi'ld in which 
it will 1)0 found again. 

As an illustration of tlit^ ovils of the 
present .system of administering Church 
patronage in England, tho Liberator ob- 
serves tliatr in a recent trial in tho Di- 
vorce Court the Marquis of Bhindforcl 
who is the heir to tho Duke of Jlarlbor- 
ough, and the Earl of Arlesfonl, appear- 
ed under circumstances of a not very 
reputable character. Xow, the Duke 
of ^larlh'orough is a patron of thirteen 
livings — of which it is to be supposed 
the Marquis of Blandford, who is now 
living with the Farl of Aylosford's wifi>, 
will one day be the patron. I'he Ivdvl 
of Aylesford himself combines witli his 
amusements at cremorno tlin prtroiiage 
of eight livings. Will the Bishops ad- 
duce siwh facts as these,, in defence of 
tho system of private patronage Lord 
Eldon tells us that, when any living in 
his gift became vacant, he was besieged 
everywhere — one clergyman — -of whom 
he knew nothing— even walking from 
London to South Dorset.shire to get 
hold of him in his country retirement. 
Have the clergy followed Lord Ayles- 
ford in a similar manner to Cremornc, 
or anywhere else that he may have hap- 
pened to be. 

Tho Bishop of ■Manchester would 
fain defend, .whilst lie would modify the 
.system, and on jireacliing on the lale 
Didbury purchase scandal in tlie {larish 
church of that place took as his theme, 
"Promotion and Merit." He quoted 
from a recent article in tho Edinburgh 
Dailij Jievicw on the subject of ])Urehase 
in the church, and, speaking under con- 
siderable emotion, denied that tlio pur- 
chase system had worked so badly for 
the church as might bo supposed. He, 
however, did' not defend the present 
unaltered position of thing.s.. He .said 
emphatically tliat a person who had as- 
sumed the responsibility of ;j next j)re- 
sentation had a solenui duty to perform, 
and of which he could not lightly divest 
himself. There were certain checks 
upon presentation even now, but he 
desired to see one further check pro\-id- 
ed by making the appointments proba- 
tionary for a year, giving the parishon- 
ers a veto on the aiipointmonts at the 
end of that time, but only on certian, 
specific gromid otaiiilit.a83^" - " ^

To Fastek Letters ox Glas.s. — To 
fasten metal letters on glass use a ce- 
ment made of fifteen parts of copal 
varnish, Jive ])arts of drying oil, three 
parts of turpentine, two parts of m\ \>i 
turpentine, five parts of liquified mar- 
ine glues ; melt these together in a 
water bath, and then add ten parts of 
dry slacked liine. 

Dried Beef. — Dried beef, one oi 
the few forms in wlach meat tloes not 
seem objectionable in hot weather, is 
ditlicult to keep in summer, but its 
freshness may be j)reservcd a long 
time by hanging it up in a sack of un- 
bleached muslin which has been dipped 
in strong brine. 

Gi.N'tiER Beer. — iloil 21 pints of wa- 
ter ; when at boiling point pour over it 
the following ingredients : — 2 lbs. loaf 
sugar, 4 ozs. cream of tartar, 1 oz. of 
bruised ginger, two largo lomons .sliced 
very thin, iidd 2 ozs. good yeast, then 
strain iind bottle, wire down the corks. 
It will be ready for use next day. It 
has only to be tried to be appreciated 
— it is most I'ofreshiug in hot weather. 

How TO Mark Muffins. — I do not 
think the muillns were ever nicin- than 
they were this morning, Last evening 
cook took one pint of sweet milk, and 
stirred in it a piece of butter as large 
as a hen's egg (which she had warinetl 
until nearly melted); she then atlded 
four well-beaten eggS, enough sifted 
ilour to make a pretty thick batter, tiiul 
iuilf a cupful of good strong yeast, and 
Tset in a warm place over night. *This 
morning she lit^ated and greased the 
mulliu-ring.s, and put them on a hot 
greaseil griddle, ami then filled the rings 
more than half full of t]io batter. When 
one side is eooketl, ,sho slips a knife 
under, and j^ith a quick mo\'ement, 
turns mullin, ring, .and all. Why is it 
that so many peo])le bake iiuiliiiis in the 
oven? They nuvcr taste the same- or 
look the same. It takes a little care to 
bake them on top of the stove, for tho 
fire must not be too hot, on tho one 
hand, so as to scorch them, nor, on the 
other hand, piust they be raw .in tho 
middle. I generally make sure liy 
pulling one partly open with my (inger.s. 
After once making them, no one need 
fail, and no breakfast or tea eake could 
possibly bo nicer. — Qor. Country Gentle- 
man.

Market Police Court in the £aso of tho 
broker, Jacob D. Otis, who is charged 
with negotiating §12,000 of Canadian cur- 
rency, stolon from tho office of tho As- 
sistant Receiver-General of Canada, Mr. 
Alex. Eraser. Tho detective had ascer- 
tained thot a largo number of now Cana- 
dian bank notes had been 'suddenly put 
upon tho market. Investigation proved 
that they wcro sold by Mr. Otis. Tho de- 
tectivo visited Otis'a offico at -17 Exchange 
placo on Aug. 23. Otis said that ho had 
bought thom from Messrs. Wliito, Morris 
& Co., of Wall atreot. Thoy visited the 
ollico together, and in answer to an in- 
quiry of Otis's, tho clork acknowledged 
that Otis had bought several hundred dol- 
lars' worth of tlio notes there. Otis liad 
a largo package of tho notes in his pos- 
ses.sion whilo with tho dotoctivo. Tho 
latter asked Otis where hp obtained 
that particular package. He replied 
that ho didn't Imow, but would try 
to find out. The two visited Can- 
toni it Company's Office at 35 Wall 
itreot. Mr. Cautiuii identified Otis as 
having sold him a nunibor of new Cana- 
dian bank notes. Tho offices of Verinilyo 
& Co., Kennedy, Hutchinson & Co., and 
Diefcndorf & Co. , wero also visited, and 
at all of these places Otis was identified, 
n iiuu on luou* way t,o mo latter olUce, 
thoy wore met by Detective Dorse^, who 
arrested Otis. The three men visited the 
office of Messrs. Hatch & Foote. Otis 
handed a large package of notes to Mr. 
Hatch, and asked hiin to keep them for 
him. Detective Dorsoy, however, ex- 
plained to Mr. Hatch that ho could not 
keep them. Thoy wore stolon property, 
and would be required as evidence in a 
criminal -process about to be brought. 

IVIr. Alexander Frazer, the Assistant 
Receiver-General of Canada, identified 
tho Canadian bank notes produced in 
court and alleged to have been sold by 
by Otis, as p:irt of thoso taken from his 
safe in Toronto on tho 4th of July. 

Judge Murray hold the prisoner in 
§5,000 bail to await a furtlier uxamina- 
tion. It was furnished by Otis' father-in- 
law, Mr. J. D. Bird, a hat manufacturer 
of 514 Broadway. 

An Explosion in ISngland. 

A thunderstorm passed over Morloy 
and district yesterday afternoon. Tlie 
storm was at its height about twenty 
minutes past four, when there was a 
very vivid flash ^f lightning and a heavy 
peal of thunder. Simultaneously the 
electric fluid struck a powder magazine 
containing one ton of powder, belonging 
to Messrs. John Haigli A Sons, Victoria 
Colliery, Bruntclifib. The magazine 
was situato in the middle of afield, 400 
yards frtm tho colliery, m a southwest- 
erly direction. The sliock was some- 
thing terrific, and but for the incessant 
rain which preceded the explosion, and 
had the efTect of stopping all traflic in 
the vicinity, •many lives it is thought 
must have been lost. As it is, the ef- 
fects of the disaster may be briefly 
stated as follows: A field of oats-'iS 
completely destroyed, being laid to the 
ground aii well as scorchedr At the 
pit a man named William Ilaigh was 
struck with a brick and hurled into an 
adjoining coal screen. The man in the 
engine house was fearfully frightened 
by the engine house window squares 
being blown in. At that moment he 
dra-wn four men up. They had just 
risen to sight when the explosion took 
place. The engine man shut the steam 
off and ran out of the engine house, 
Tho four men managed to escape alive, 
but the cage -was fearfully damaged 
among the head gear. Two girls nam- 
ed Ainley and Moseley, who wero play- 
ing about, were dreadfully injured. 
The great bulk of the property in the 
vicinity, although 400 yards away, liad 
most of the windows smashed and otlier- 
■wise injured, notably the iron school, 
Albert row; Mr. Sohn Ilaigh's house, 
Messrs. W. Smith ct Co., Merely Relish 
Depot, etc. No lives are reported to 
be lost up to the timo of going to press.
